How many of the tbonsands that pass along 
Second street remember "Olii Tiii," the cannon 
that is now doing service as a post at the cor- 
aer of tbe alley between tbe New York Store 
and Murphy's jewelery emporion? 

It was made in Pittsburgh in the 40*8 and 
brout;ht to thia city by John Morrison. It was 
used by the Whigs in the memorable campaign 
of HarriaoB, and at the harbaoaa e , picnics and 
political hustings of that Rampai(;n it did ser- 
vice in belching forth patriotism ami detiance 
to the Iiemocrats. 

In after years it was oaed at Fouth of July 
celebrations aad other demonstrationa. 

It has a history in killing and maiming that 
not many remember. In 1840 Jess Martin and 
Cohnrn's Jeff were arrerlgr iajmad bgr a peaa- 
ture diacharge.

Ia 1864 Richard Archdeacon had bis bead 
maimed while flriagialntes in honor of the re- 
turn of the Sixteenth Kentucky Volunteer In- 
fantry to this city on furlough after they had 
reteranised.
